Shortly afterward 
Mrs. Wells went to summon him to 
answer a call by phone, when she dis¬ 
covered him prostrate on the floor. 
Medical aid and help was called, but 
to no avail, for in a few minutes life 
was no more. As it was a shock to 
his wife and his household,, so it was 
to the citizens. 

Deceased was a native of Tiverton, 
Ont., where an aged father and three 
sisters still reside. An uncle is resi¬ 
dent in Kasko, B.C. Ms. Wells mar¬ 
ried' the wife who survives him in Ed¬ 
monton in 1907, and together they 
came to Vulcan in 1917, where they 
have since resided and where a little 
daughter—Della May—was bom to 
them.

Supervisor Simpson Confers With 
Royal Council 


^ Reeve Parker and Councillors Car- 
ruthers, Lundgren, Coville, Jamison 
and Eamor held a conference at Vul¬ 
can, on Monday, with H. S. Simpson, 
supervisor of the grasshopper control 
area. Plans and methods to curtail 
the grasshopper menace were present¬ 
ed and thoroughly considered. 

It was arranged to hold public meet¬ 
ings for the discussion of the subject 
and the instruction of all interested, 
and these will be held, at Vulcan on 
the evening of May 18th, Ensign on 
the 19th, and Brant on the 20th. 
Officials of the government will be 
present at the meetings to define and 
explain the law in the matter and to 
advise as to the best means to employ 
in the effort to fight the grasshop¬ 
pers. 

Council decided on the establish¬ 
ment and equipment of stations at 
Brant and Vulcan, the purpose of 
which is the proper mixing of the in¬ 
gredients of a compound to be used 
in the proposed campaign of poison¬ 
ing. he first order authorized includes 
one car of sawdust, one c&r of bran, 
and sufficient of arsenic and other 
materials. 

The hatching ef the grasshopper 
eggs is expected to commence in the 
latter part of May, and quick action 
is necessary if the desired results are 
to be realized in the combat with what 
ean be termed a read menace.

GOVERNMENT GRADING 


During the past week all cream re¬ 
ceived at Creameries in Alberta will 
be tested by a government tester, in¬ 
stead of being graded by an employee 
of the creamery as heretofore. The 
creameries hereafter will not be re- 
spinsible to the producer for the grade 
given, as the government tester is to 
have full charge of this work. He 
will be answerable both to the govern¬ 
ment and to the producer. 

By making this change in the test¬ 
ing of cream, it is hoped that the 
grading shall be more uniform. The 
practice of giving higher grades than 
the cream was entitled to receive, as 
alopted by some creameries to over¬ 
come competition, will thus be stop¬ 
ped. At the same time, the producer 
Bhould expect the very fairest of 
grading. He should receive every 
point to which he is entitled. 

The creamery men appear to be well 
pleased with the prospect of getting 
out of the responsibility of grading. 
Let us hope that the producer will 
be fully as well pleased after the new 
system has been given a trial. 


DEMAND RUSSIAN MARKETS

That they, together with all other 
classes, will eventually suffer through 
lack of foreign trade, must be appar¬ 
ent to all Who are prepared to look 
facts in the face. Some four million 
people are out of employment in the 
United States, not that they are flood¬ 
ed with foreign goods, but because 
there is no foreign market for United 
States goods. And we to a less extent 
are in the same position. For instance 
if Europe had the means of buying 
what we have to sell,—grains, farm 
machinery—we would have few if any 
out-of-works. But at # the moment 
this seems impossible, though a solu¬ 
tion may result from the Genoa Con¬ 
ference. Apparently the United States 
Congress is dead'to the necessity of 
international trade, for just as surely 
as they do not buy they cannot sell. 
Countries will' buy from those * who 
buy from them. They will be obliged 
to. There is not other way. What 
then is the United States farmer go¬ 
ing to do with his surplus • stocks ? 
The process of reasoning indulged in 
by the U.S. Congress reminds one of 
the townsmen who thought to grow 
rich by taking in each others’ washing. 

Financial Post: It was stated recent¬ 
ly that 90 per cent, of the persons 
who sought charity during the winter 
were engaged in the building industry. 
They were out of employment a good 
part of last year and therefore had 
nothing saved up for the dull months 
of the winter. They were out of em¬ 
ployment last year and are now, be¬ 
cause the persons who wanted to build 
refused to pay the prices some manu¬ 
facturers were still asking for all 
kinds of material; because contractors 
wanted war-time profits, because the 
trade ’unions wanted war-time wages.

Synchronizing—There’s a hard word 
that ought to be looked into. Webster 
says it means “simultaneous", hap¬ 
pening at the same time.’’ The reader 
may not be especially interested in 
this word but here is a big spark that 
is worthy of our attention. 

Every smoothly working machine is 
synchronous. All its parts must work 
in harmony. A good trotting.horse is 
an illustration of this principle. It 
picks up its right front and left hind 
feet at the same time that its left 
front and right hind feet are placed on 
the ground. Every man or country 
boy has watched the perfect rhythm 
with which a horse trots, and won¬ 
dered what would happen if the ani¬ 
mal didn’t pick up his front feet pre¬ 
cisely when he does. What actually 
happens is that the horse “interferes,” 
which is a bad fault, for then he 
strikes one foot against another. A 
gas engine is another example, where 
a spark explodes the gas-air mixture, 
when the piston* is at the exact posi¬ 
tion in the cylinder to move forward 
with the force it the explosion and 
past the connecting rod which turns 
the crank thar imparts motion to the 
rear wheel or the automobile. “Timing 
the spark” is merely synchronizing 
the machine. 

Synchronizing efficiency is not only 
a big thought, but it is also a beauti¬ 
ful necessity—it represents the spirit 
of the times, that every person can 
take and use in his occupation, it is a 
lesson in business shrewdness, yes, a 
sermon on life. Synchronous effici¬ 
ency: no hurry, no worry, no waste, 
no interfearing, no jostling, no lost 
motion, no sand in the journals; just 
doing what we ought to do on time 
and in turn with the work of others 
around us.

A decision of great interest toNncf- 
torists in the district has just keen 
handed down J»y the Appellate'divi¬ 
sion of the Supreme Court ef Alberta. 

The appeal was taken by the Defen¬ 
dant Municipality in the caee of Tyfe 
vs. Municipality of Bertawan which 
was tried before His Honor Judge 
Stewart of the Hanna District and In 
which the latter gave judgment for 
the plaintiff in an action for .damages 
to plaintiff’s automobile caused by the 
alleged negligence of defendant Muni¬ 
cipality to keep a road in repair.' 

The portion of the road where the 
accident occurred was through an al¬ 
kali slough and a few years before the 
accident, the defendant’s council had 
constructed an embankment through 
it, with a culvert to permit the pass¬ 
age of the water from one side to the 
other. 

The culvert was apparently insuffi¬ 
cient to accommodate all the water 
leading to it and as a result the water 
overflowed and washed out a portion 
of the road, leaving two pits across It 
from 18 to 24 inches deep. 

The^e was no sign indicating any 
disuse “of the road or any danger or 
want of repair, other than the condi¬ 
tion of the road itself, and it was 
pretty well grown up with weeds. 
There was more or less travel on the 
road, but the travel was not frequent. 

The defence was that although the 
municipality had ploughed, disced and 
graded the road, it had fallen into 
disuse and there was no duty upon the 
Municipality to keep it in repair. 
There was also a defence of contribu¬ 
tory negligence on the part of the 
plaintiff, in that he did not exercise 
due care, considering the appearance 
of the road, which was running j 
through a slough and overgrown with 
weeds. 

It was contended that it was his 
duty under the circumstances to have 
got out of hjs automobile to investi- j 
gate. 

The Appellate Division sustained the 
judgment of the trial Judge and dis¬ 
missed the appeal with' costs. 

The following are excerpts from the 
opinions expressed by the Judges of 
the Appellate Division. 

“There is no doubt that the Munici¬ 
pality failed in its duty, which was to 
keep the road in repair once it had 
graded it. The road was open to the : 
public. It was leaving almost a trap 
in the road to leave such a place un- j 
repaired and. to let weeds grow up to 
obscure it from observation.”

The recent test of golf balls, old and 
new, made at Wimbledon, gives some 
idea of the increased carry of the 
standard golf ball of today. A machine 
was employed which used an identical 
over a certain weight nor under a 
force in each instance, and drove the 
new standard ball a clear carry of 
196 yards. The first rubber-cored 
ball, the Haskell, was put in the ma¬ 
chine and had a carry of 180 yards, 
while the old "gutty” was found to 
have a flight of 150 yards. . 

The merit of this test was in the 
fact that precisely the same force was 
applied in each case. A long driver 
would send any of the balls a much 
greater distance, but for purposes of 
comparison this test was conclusive. 
The ball used today has a carry about 
one-third greater than that of the old 
“gutty.”

The recent change in the rulea, stan¬ 
dardizing the golf ball by regulating 
its size and weight—it must not be 
times as much, but It stands the wear 
and tear of the game much better, 
certain size—was meant to end the 
constant efforts of manufacturers to 
produce a ball that would carry far¬ 
ther than any other. The standardiz¬ 
ing of the ball has not reduced its 
flight, as was expected, although it 
may prevent further increases of it. 
Abe Mitchell at Sonning, in 1919, 
drove six balls fn a contest, his long¬ 
est shot measuring 287 yards and his 
shortest 272. This shows an astonish¬ 
ing accuracy of driving, and uniform¬ 
ity in the quality of the balls used. 
What is supposed to have been the 
longest drive ever made with a golf 
ball was made in 1913 by E. C. Bliss 
at Herne Bay, when he made a drive 
of 445 yards. The ground was hard 
as iron and there was a drop from the 
tee to the end of the drive of 67 feet. 
But away back in 1892 with a “guilty” 
ball, Edmund Blackwell drove to St. 
Andrew’s club house, a distance of 366 
yards. 

A stop is to be put this year in 
British golf to the supplying by manu¬ 
facturers of specially selected balls to 
famous players, and in any competi¬ 
tion each player must purchase from 
the committee the balls he plays 
with. Only balls regularly sold 
for general use will thus be available. 
Sooner or later the rule governing the 
size and weight of the ball will 
doubtless be made to conform with a 
hint which nature gives us—that is, 
if the golfing public is a sane public, 
which some are not sure about. When 
the manufacturers of golf balls and a 
few experts cease to be more influen¬ 
tial than the great golfing public, the 
rqle will be that no golf ball will be 
legal except the one that will float. 
It will be a ball amply good enough. 
The paving of ten theuaand streams 
and ponds with india rubber at a 
dollar an inch will then cease.

PICTURES BETTER THAN WORDS 
Pictures have come to occupy a very important - 
place in the life of the world in recent years. It has 
been said that for newspaper purposes a picture 
which tells its story strikingly is worth more, than 
columns of written words \ui the same subject. 
Newspapers and magazines have Realized the truth 
of this fact and as a result pictures are used pro¬ 
fusely in illustrating the news and fiction of the day. 

No one has been quicker to realize the possibili¬ 
ties of the picture when properly—or it might be 
said improperlyi-used, than the mail order man. 
He has realized that a picture- will do more to sell 
his kind of merchandise than a column of words and 
figures. One reason for this is that it is harder to 
catch a picture in a lie than it is in printed words and 
figures. For instance, if you sell a man a table on 
the strength of a printed statement that it is 48 
inches wide and if when the table reaches the 
customer it is only 36 inches wide, the customer not 
only has a moral right to kick, but he has a legal 
right to accuse the seller of obtaining money under 
false pretences. However, if the customer buys a A 
table which looks in a picture to be 48 inches wide, 
but which proves upon its arrival to be only 36 inche's 
ftide, he has no legal grounds upon which to base a 
complaint if the seller has not told him in so many 
words that the table was 48 inches wide. 

STICK TO TRUTH IN FIGURES 
Some unscrupulous mail order houses have taken 
advantage of this selling power of pictures in a very 
ingenious way. They adhere, strictly to the truth in

Conditions attending seeding .of 
spring crop are satisfactory in most 
parts of the province according to the 
first official summary of crop condi¬ 
tions compiled from reports received 
from agents. 

Southern Area—The southern area 
has been favoured by heavy precipi¬ 
tation during April. Through prac¬ 
tically the whole pf the south moisture 
con'ditioris are better than for several 
years past while in some places the 
land is reported to be too wet for 
seeding. In this area wheat seeding 
is general and should be completed 
next week. A heavy acreage was 
seeded to fall rye and the crop is look¬ 
ing particularly promising at the pre¬ 
sent time. The moisture has given 
a strong robt and in many places the 
crop is covering the ground. In many 
of these districts rye forms from 25 
per cent to 30 per cent of the total 
acreage. From all that can be deter¬ 
mined at.the present time, a heavy 
crop of rye will be produced. 

Central Area—Seeding is somewhat 
further advanced in the central part 
of the province, many places report¬ 
ing 90 per cent of wheat seeding done. 
The condition of the land generally is 
dryer than for some years past There 
is no occasion for anxiety on this ac¬ 
count, however, as the moisture which 
invariably comes in June and July in 
this area, is the determining factor. 
The seeding of oats has commenced, 
but will not be done until the middle 
of the month. 

Northern Area—Moisture conditions 
in the north are ail than can be de¬ 
sired. Wheat seeding is . general and 
should be finished next week. Seed-' 
ing of oats will commence about the 
16th. The season generally is some¬ 
what later than usual, particularly in 
the southern part of. the province. 
With the appearance of warm 
weather, rapid growth will be made, 
however. It is somewhat early to 
estimate what the probable crop acre¬ 
age will be. From present indications 
I it would appear that an acreage 
slightly in advance of last year will 
be seeded. 

Grasshoppers—Investigation by of¬ 
ficials of the Department shows that
